If indignation and annoyance were adequate substitutes for hard facts I should 
now be appealing to Ks Randles for a supply of sackcloth whilst besmirching my- 
liberally with ashes ^ prior to makinig a pilgrimage. of penance ending at the 
front door of the society for psychical research.However,despite all the fury em- 
enating from the March editorial I remain unmoved in respect to the charges I 
made against NUFON. - ' 

Organisations and individuals and free to follow whatever beliefs;^they wish, 
and if this includes anti-scientific paranormalism that is their privilege .But , 
such freedom does not'extend to NUFON,for this is not a group but a free assoc¬ 
iation of groups that between them reflect a wide diversity of opinion.lt is imp¬ 
ortant then that this fact not only be reco jnised but be seen to be in practice.' 
Unfortunately,this ideal came close to breaking down in 1980,and this fact cannct 
be concealled through the use of- emotive terminology such as "witch-hunt". ’ 

Pseudo-science,such as parapsychology,will always have a certain attractivenes, 
and I would be last to claim that they do not offer certain areas-'of research 
'.hich might produce results of value,but it is vital to remain oh guard and •' 
-ilate them to alternative explanations produced by the work of orthodox scholars, 
It. was largely because of the failure of the I98O Blrralngh'ara'^Conference to do 
rhis that I described it as unscientific .Nothing has. convinced me I vras in errort. 

Cases concerning claims of contact with entities are almost commonplace ..in 
Ufological literature,We cannot avoid examining them,and so there can .be no dis¬ 
pute as to the theme of the conference,but if the papers presented exclude r d-e-’. - ■ 
tailed covera^ge of subjects such as dream psychology, the technique,method .and ’ ; 
limits of regression hypnosis and the factors that forii)ulate belief systems,.the 
coverage is so one-sided.-as to be. extreme,and it is no substitute for lack of . 
balance to argue these subjects were mentioned in certain papers.NUFON has re¬ 
peatedly urged the need for ufological research to be firmly' scientificjyet we ^ 
saw this ideal sacrificed and paranormalism permitted to run. riot,As the pers'on 
vested with admiuistratien responsibility by NUFON,Ms Randles cannot escapt;?- 
censor for allowing such'a situation to arise,more particularly as thes.^ object¬ 
ions were made in. advance,This-failure caniiot be Ignored as of no account. 

But the 1980 conference-was by no means NUFONs only failjire'that year,for 
several issues of its two journals gave undue stress to paranormalist concepts. 
However,these minor lapses pale into insignificance when set against the now not¬ 
orious June 1980 Northern Ufology ,which was an almost unqualified apology for 
paranormalism, of ten of the most extreme form completely ^.ovoid of supporting . ... 
evidence.As editor,Ms Randles,has the responsibility.of ensuring a balanced pre • 
sentation,even if that means asking for specific contributions if (as in this 
case) she knows there to be, a alaar imbalance.In fac.t a reply,sent later,was fated 
not to appear.Ms Randles maint-'iins,probably correctly,that she appealed .‘for 
contributers,and none-supporters of paranormalism did.not respond .That ^rae 
people might-not have seen these requests does notv/seem to'have occurred to her. 

As editor Randles described, herself in the I98O UFOIN memb^rtliip list as a '''pa.ra-- 
normal researcher",as distinct trom ufologist,one cannot resist th^ thpu jit that 
her personal interest in the subject was permitted to over-ride -the-n.e.ed to 
-int-aln correct balance. > ' •

BEDTIME STORIES Review of "Are we being watched?" Angus & Robertcn 1981 

96pp illustrated £3*95 Authors; Janet & Colin Bord 

A collection of UFO sightings,ranging from LITS- to GE4 s, from all over the 
world,with just one thing in common...the witnesses are. all children.The stories 
are concise,lively and at times'exciting.They rattle off the page like an ex¬ 
press train;puzzling,amazing but finally repeating themselves,They will likely 
bring yawns to the seasoned investigator,but to a young child they may well 
prove enthralling,,.the sort of thing they will want read to' them at bedtime 
^especially the scarey ont3sl) . • '" 

Since this a book for children,as the cover makes abundantly clear,no 
pretensions are in evidence and perhaps we should leave it at thcit.What it sets 
'/Ut to do it does pretty well,but I must admit to certain reservationst- 

Whilst 3UF0RA and CONTACT are credited (and addresses given) there' 4s not a 
whisper of NUFON or UFOIN, which is, odd considering the authors relatioriship 
with us,True UFOIN is not a membership society and children will be best served 
by the national groups,but as many of the cases featured trace back to our 
groups a credit would not have gone .amiss, surely? Still, that is a minor quibble. 

But I am less happy about the scone reconstructions,which form a part of the 
book.An a-npreciable degree of artistic license has been allowed,.and I have a 
feeliiig this might overstep the marks of acceptability.If one judges from P .65 
where the Gaynor Sunderland CE3 Is reconstructed (see cover of FSR "Vol 25 No 3, 
which itself was not right but not wildly inaccurate) then doubt must exist,-The 
caption (obviously a typo.graphical error) is nonsensical,and the image bears 
far more relation to the imagination of the artist (which was not the 3ords) than 
it does to Gaynor's claims.lt shows a UFO nothing like what Gaynor saw,with 
added tall legs,a staircase underneath,unrecognisable entities (and two of th-em 
outside at once - which in fact never happened).Not even the witness could 
recognise her own UFO from this ludicrous effort,(which,it should be said,does 
not even match.the verbal description given in the text'by the Bords). 

^.Presumably these drawings were not proffread by the authors, and it .concerns 
mO^that children are presented with images which (oh this evidence) are far more 
‘mechanistic (bolts and rivets and all) than, was ever claimed.Such a' process might 
be perpetuated by other books,takipg this as their' source,and it is. a fallacy 
to think that adults will not read this bcok.Of course they will,pnd it:is such 
a neat production it will find its way into li'braries.Kad’ a small araount of 
space been devoted to giving sources,so those intei^e'sted could refer back to 
the full factual reports,it would not have been so bad,As it ls,twell...? 

Nf"- dbu'bt the publishers were re sponsible, in no small way,for the problems, 
ri,nd ,k have 'a'high rergard for the Bords,who are highly respected;researchers. 

• Their work is normally of very high quality,but this (their first venture Int-o 
UFO territory) leaves me,sad to say.just a littlevdisappoihted.

the code,as far as is practicable,This is a monumental and, eJijQiting step 
forward,The proposed code is included below,You are urged to consider^'it and 
comment in writing,with any ideas you might have.Jenny Randles is taking'a sub¬ 
group on the b-pic at the BUFORA congress and the working party are meeting 
again in Swindon on June 13 to take the plan further.So try to comment by then. 

A: Responsibilty to the witness 

1) The identity of all witnesses to UFO events shall remain confidential unless 
written consent is obtained from the witness to release such information. 

a) The witness should be advised of the problems which may arise if this 
information is released. 

2 ) Insofar as it is practical,all interviews shall be by prior appointment, 
a) If the witness categorically and repeatedly refuses to cooperate in any 

way,he or she is not to be harrassed further. . 

3 ) All interviews shall be recorded,unless the use of a recorder is objected to¬ 
by the witness,or other responsible person in the case'of a minor. 

•'-) All interviews are to be conducted by two investigators,and in the event of 
the witness being a woman or child (under 15),it is desirable that one of 
the Investigators shall be female. '^NS: in certain cases it may not be poss¬ 
ible for two investigators to be present and under such circumstances the 
report shall clearly indicate that only one investiga.tor was present,and 
the reason why.) 

5 ) Under no circumstances shall any investigator,or member of the investigating 
group,gain or attempt "vo gain admission to private property,other than by 
permission of the ownentenant or authorised agent. 

6) Any damage to property,caused by members of an investigating group during 
the course of an investigation,shall be made good by,that group. 

7 ) If,during an investigat:.on,a situation is encountered which is,or is liable 

to become,dangerous to 'the general public,or result in damage to property, 
the Inves'tigator shall,WITHOUT DELAY,notify the paliceor other responsible 
body,and take all stops reasonable +.0 protect public and property,but shall 
not be expected to protect property if i-o dq so may result in undue risk to 
the investigator. ^ 

8) UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES shall hypnosis be used turin,g the interviewing of 
witness6s,other than by-written consent of the >.i.tness,ahd any such .:a5.d 
shall be restricted to interviews conducted'by fully qualified practitioners, 
under the guidance of a clinical psychologist. 

a)An investigator shall not employ any technique of t. potentially controver¬ 
sial nature (eg lie detectors),other than under the guidance of trained 
personnel, 

9 ) The witness is entitled to be informed of the conclusions .'esached, if requested 
Bs Responsibility to the public. 

1 ) All Investigators or membess of investigating groups shall,so ±^-r> as is 
practicable,cooperate fully with the police and any other officia tbciy 
relation to UFO investigations (see also section As 7) 

2 ) No information gained during ar interview shall be made available to vq 
news media, other than by genera- agreement of the investigation grouy, ^-j 
permission of officers appointed by that group. 

3) Investigators will not issue speculative statements to the news media.

"spirits" and writiag down impressions,He also has seen "ghosts" and hacT other 
su^ experiences.He knows a great deal about Spiritualism and magic,woPks.^fO 
finance his "research" in these fields,but has no interest in UFOs,altho$;gh he 
did have a LITS experience many years ago. 

On' the night in question he had had a severe .row .with his girlfriend, who in 
the house at the time but did noj^ see the figure which materialised, althou^tishe 
was with Malcolm whilst he was, communicatingThe figure "built up" out of "the 
ether" and was viewed "on several levels" ]3y, Malcolm (physically,telepathically 
and spiritually) .Whilst it eomrauhicated good intentions,he felt itvi’ras "devious” 
and decided to decline, its appeals for future regular con'tacts. 

The figure was about feet tail,with a dark sea-green skin 
that was'sealey or reptilian,The eyes were ;the only feature 
of the face .which was.yistble and these were red with^ pink 
glow.It possibly wore .a one piece cl|>thing (he was very un - 
sure on tMs point,as with se-veral others, thus creating app 
•arant contradictions from in1:erview to interview) But it had 
on a round medallion,hung on a chain round its neck,It'seems 
that the figure was only partly formed (he feels it might be 

that it was 'praj^ted' from elsewhere) .It stood quite still during the contact 
and communicated telepathically, 

Malcolm was told that it came from "space",where there are seven "levels",It 
represented one of those,but not others (o'ther visitors came from there).It ■ 
wanteci,through him,to' Communicate with mankind and help steer us away; from our 
troubies.lt seems Maieolm,with his mistrust,was at.least ,'pattly responsible 
■^or the en<ll»g of the fontact. When describing the message Malcolm vlaiips he was 
"blocked" .mentally,and felt a constriction in his throat, whj-ch prevented him 
describing it too fully .Carl Grove sugg^ts this might indicate a schizophrenic 
condition as it is symptomatic of this, 

This experience is very difficult both to verify and to categorise,It might 
have nothing whatsoey^r to do with UFOs”, and the witness could indeed be viewed 
as psychotic.However,the investigators contend he was very sincere (schizoids,of 
course,can be) and' it?is certainly true that it bears parallelfwith many types 
of "bedroom visitor" C!b 4 contact.Consequently, it was felt justified to include 
this summaryjwhieh can be compared with other similar cases (eg a recent "Pluto" 
contact in BUFORA Journal).On the subject of "Pluto" contacts, note the moderate 
similatity betwedn this entity and the one seen by Mrs Lainch'bury at Little 
Lever (see UFO.ss A "British 'Viewpoint),which itself claimed to come from Pluto;
